Later about 300 men boarded an out­ 
going Mobile and Ohio train, having 
received information that the 
had been taken to Eight Mile Point, 
determined to lynch the negro. 
Governor Jelks took active steps 
to p r e v en t any further disorder and 
ordered that thee companies of ml 
litia be brought to the city as queck- 
Iv as possible.

Shortly after IO o’clock a second 
mob gathered In the business section 
and went to the jail, convinced that 
Robinson was there, and expressed 
themselves as determined to secure 
him at any cost. 
Sheriff Powers de­ 
clared that Powers was not in the jail. 
The mob demanded that they be allow 
cd to send men through to make an­ 
other search, and this was permitted 
by the sheriff. 
Eight men entered 
and reported that he was not in the 
building.

a demand that the negro be brought 
1 out at once. Excitement was at a high 
pitch when Captain Frank Lumsden

that Robinson was not there.
